therefore ,wo do not get, a he says, 
one mponey’s worth; aud the police 
in its *rank and file is not composed of 
the class of men from which a force in 
whom so much trust is placed should 
be drawn. The fact, is the Settlement 
has in quite recent times outgrown the 
system of police which was carefully 
dovised some eighteen years ago, and 
which now requires to be replaced, 
It cnn scarcely be eaid with any faire 
ness (hat the Ratepayers are to blame 
for tho condition iuto which the police 
force has fallen, for the immense i 
crease in the number of houses aud 
the inbabitauts here has chiefly occurred 
daring tho Inst three years, We have 
no means by us of comparing the wages 
paid here to policemen with those in 
other places, but we have no doubt 
Shanghai is as liberal as her noigh- 
bourse, Bat it appears from tho state. 
meut of Mr. Holliday that the increase 
in the cost of the police betwoen 1872 
and 1882—nbout ‘'ls. 9,000—has been 
entirely expended in the pay of mom- 
bors of the force, who from long service 
received under the ngreemeuts 
inerense in their salaries, and upon Ohi- 
nese policemen, ‘The increase of salary 
to old members of the force cannot be 
objected to, having been incurred by 
the former representatives of the come 
munity, But the fact proves that a 
mistuke was made when the present 
force was organized; and when the 
Watch Committee ace considering the 
scheme for the constitution of the new 
foreo we hope they will avoid what has 
turned vut to be au error of their pre 
decessors. Nothing was said at the 
meoting on this point, although it is 
that which is most often referred to 
when the coudition of tho police forms 
tho subject of private conversation, 
‘Lhe proportion of the cost of the force 
which is absorbed by the principal 
officers is too grent, and the devisers 
of the new organization will be exe 
pected to prevent this recurring under 
their scheme, It should not be diffs 
cult for them to do so, During the 
lant eighteen years the cost of living 
and of the ordinary requirements of 
life hnve been very much cheapened, 
while Shanghai bas in the same time 
become a healthy placo of residence. 
The expenses which must be incurred 
here have therefore been lightened, 
lo claims for high salaries on ace 
count of the risk to health are no 
lunger tenable, Merchants and others 
kuow that the salaries which they now 
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pay are mach less than they were about 
twenty years ago. 

‘The Ratepayers considered the pro- 
posal of the Watch Oommittee to 
form-a fand from which pensions to 
the new force would be provided. Tho 
resolution proposed on bebalf of the 
Watch Committee empowered the Coun- 
cil to provide a regular scale of pen- 
sions for members of the Police force, 
thus placing sufficient authority at 
once in the hands of the Council. This 
course was strongly objected to ou 
the ground that the scheme would 
practically bind the Ratepayers for all 
time to come. The poige RE the 
Ratepayers to do this was doubted; 
and amendments were moved the 
effect of which would have been to 
delay all action in the matter for 
some months, if not for a whole year. 
Tt was maiutained that the Rate- 
payors had no power to bind their suo- 
cessors in financial matters. It was 
argued on ono of the Land Regulations 
that officers could uot be appointed for 
a longer period than three years, 
although the same Regulation went on 
to say that officers and servants could 
be engaged for moro than that period, 
if the appointment, together with 
salary, were snnotioued by a public 
meoting of Blectors, duly convoned. 
‘Pho meting was in danger of adopt- 
ing oue of the amoudments, wlen a 
fow remarks from a Ratepayer put an 
end to its vacillation, aud on a division 
being taken the original motion was 
carried. It is probable thore is a 
good deal of force at law in the 
Opinion that the Ratepayers hinve 
not power to bind their successors. 
But before we onu imngine the 
ratepayers of the future refusing to 
carry out the obligations which their 
predecossora had undertaken, we must 
also imagine a complete change to Lave 
taken place in tho character of foreign 
residents, The doctrine of repudiation 
is not likely to increase in favour as 
timo goes by. 

To the Resolution by which the 
Connoil was instructed to pay ground 
reut to the China Government on all 
land for which they old title deeds, 
and to pay thoarrenrs of the same, many 
objections may: be taken. Its adoption 
was advooated on the ground of our 
being morally if not legully under an 
obligation to pay reut for ail the roads 
and Jauda which the Council holds, 
‘Those lands on which roads Lave boon 
constructed wore the real subject of the 
motion. Tho Senior Consul had re- 
commended the Municipal Council so 
long ago as 1872 to discontinue 
paying ground reut or taxes on 
roads, aud the matter had been re- 
ferred to Peking, where, iv the ordin- 
ary course of business, it has heen 
neglected by the Ministers. Sinco 
then the applications of the Taotais 
for the paymeut of these ground 
rents have been refused. The Council 
of Inst year were, with ono excep. 
tion, of opinion that the claim for 
taxes on land for which title deeds 





























were held should be referred back to 
to the Consuls. This decision has 
been set aside by the tbo Ratepayers. 
It was said in support of the resolu- 
tion that we had incurred obliga- 
tions and were bound in honour, 
if not in law to meet them. The fact 
that the claim of the Ohinese au- 
thorities was au extremely doubtfal oue, 
and was before the Ministers at Peking, 
was ouly referred to in order that the 
conduct of the Council in withholding 
payment of the tax until a decision 
had been come to, might be described 
as sonrcely dignified. Bat if it is tho 
course best likely to bring about a 
decision of the dispute, why not con- 
tinue it, why hurry the Council into 
doing what is sure to encourage the 
Chinese to keep things in their pre- 
sent incertitude? Previous experience 
in dealing with the native authorities, 
which should bave guided us iu this 
question, appears to have been thrown 
aside, aud a dangerous and unbusiness- 
like seutimont introduced in its place. 
That any settlement of the question 
will be arrived at is now hopeless. 
‘The supporters of the resolution lave 
wilfully snorificed the public interest to 
the gratificstion of n mistaken view of 
vight and wrong.

From the samo paper we learn that 
the steamer Fokien, which left here on 
Saturday, the 17th, for Kudat and Sanda- 
kau, North Borneo, direct, took as passe 
ger Sir Walter Medhurst, who yoes to 
moet Mr, Alfred Dent there. ‘I'he Fokien 
alao carried 230 Chinese emigrants, chiefly 
of the agricultural class. 

Signor Colnaghi, Consul-Gonoral for 
Italy in Hongkong, has handed to the 
Government of that colony, some intere 
ing reports on the recent inundations in 
North Italy. ‘The Daily Press says that it 
is obvious from them that the late inunda- 
tions were due to tho deforestation uf the 
country. 

Wo find it stated in the Daily Pres 
that the next two direct steamers, with 
the second sale’s opium and the Indian 
mail, left Calcutta on Saturday morning, 
the I7th inst. for Hongkong. 

This, from the Japan Gazette, probably 
has reference to the Northern and Canton 
‘Telegraph land lino which we mentioned 
eliowhere. “Mr, Mori, a timber merchant 
of some standing, has, says the Nichi 
Nichi Shinbun, received an order from the 
Chinese government to supply one hundred 
thousand telegraph poles. Before he could 
accept such a contract he had to obtain 
permission from his own government, who 
evinced some auxiety lest the exportation 
of such a large number of poles should not 
eave sufficient for their own requirements. 
‘This difticulty, Mr. Mori explained, could 
not possibly occur as thero are sufficient 
poles in one forest, that of Niimiya, to 
meet tho necessities of Japan. Whethor 
the application has been granted or refused 
our contemporary does not state. 

‘The Japan Gazette states that Mr, Gus- 
tavus Goward of Illinois has been ap- 
Pointed to the vacant post of Secretary to 
the United States Legation at Tokio. This 
gontleman was appointed Consular Clerk in 
‘the U.S. service, on the Ist Nov., 1877, 
and was assigned for duty to Pago Pago, 
but was afterwards on special service in 
South America. Hs was nominated as 
Secrotary of Legation at Madrid, but rel 
quished ‘that office, for the corresponding 
position in Tokio. 

According to one of the native Japanese 
Papers two ironclad ships of war built at 
Kiel have been purchased by the govern- 



























































ment, 800,000 yen having been remitted 
as part payment. The class of vessel is 
said to be similar to the Fuso-kan. 

‘Tho Jiji Shimpo, according to the Japan 
Gazette, states that Corean olficials show a 
much more friendly disposition towards 
Japanese than they formerly did. Visits 
to the legation, now in charge of Mr. 
‘Takesyoe, aro more numerous than when 
Mr, Hanabusa represented Japan in Corea, 
and this possibly is one of the highest 
tributes that could be paid to the character 
of Mr. Hanabusa,

Tho Straits Intelliyence says :—Several 
Chinese merchants of Singapore having 
business with Klang propose running a 
railway from Pankarun Batu to Qualla 
Lumpu We learn that the sanction of

Kh the former capital of tho Stat 
and is situated on a river of the same na 
in Selangor. Tho proposed railway ia 
apparently intended to connect Klang with 
the tin districts; but. there is no traffic 
worth tho speaking of in the country, A. 
tramway may be meant. 

‘Lhe Superintendent of the Government 
facms in Madras has commenced experi- 
montal cultivation of Nanking cotton on a 
suitable scale, apparently with the object 
of trying whether it may not be made ito 
Khaki coloured cloth. 

The colours of the 71st Highlanders, 
captured at Buenos Ayres in 1800, have 
just been returned to the Commanding 
Oni hey were brought to Euglaud in 
compliance with the dying wish of their 
former possessor, an influential resident in 
Buenos Ayres, who had kept them in the 
hope of personally presonting them to some 
member of the Royal family. 

In Colonel Kuropatkin’s * Kashgaria” is 
somo information about the Central Asian 
tea trade. Before the year 1874, when tho 
Chinese were driven out of Kashgaria, tho 
inhabitants got theie tes from China, along 
the great trade routes. When this source 
of supply was cut off, and tho in 
hand exhausted, the leaves of an indigenous 
plant called surtogatine wore used instead 
of tea, the infusion being rendered palat~ 
able by the help of salt, butter, and inilk, 
‘Then tea began to bo imported from tho 
Russian territory and from India, Chit 
tea came in vid India, Kuropatkin m 
tions that even at Tashkend Chineso te 
sold which has come from Canton to India, 
aud thence by the Suez Canal to Odessa, 
aud so round to Central Asia, Naturally 
the Indian tea ls much cheaper than Chineso 
tea coming by such a round about route, 
but is considered inferior in quality. It is 
smuggled across the Russian frontier, “to 
the “great disturbance of Russian’ tea 
traders.” Latterly the Chineso tea is 
gitning to find its way along the restorod 
trade routes to Kashgaria, and Kuropatkin 
thinks it will drive out not only the Chinese 
tea coming round from Oantou vid India 
and Russia, but the Indian tea imported 
direct. And it will, he expects, find its 
way into Russian territory also by the 
restored routes. “Tea of Indian growth,” 
he says, ‘however cheap it may be, is 
less advantageous to us than the Chineso 
article. At present in exchange for tea 
we dispose of our manufactures, especially 
cloth, to China, whilst for Indian tea cash 
exclusively must be paid. Unfortunately 
of late our [Russian] trado relations with 
China have become so bad that if wo do 
not adopt measures, China will disappear 
altogether asa market for our wares, and 
for Chiva tea wo shall then have to pay 
exclusively in hard cash.”

‘THE CONSERVATIVE LEADERSHIP. 
Sin Srarrorp Norracore intends, ac- 
cording to Renter’s telegram, to chal- 
lenge the policy of the government, 
It is not very easy to see what part of 
of the past policy of the government 
he can assail with any hope of success, 
or even of diminishing its popularity 
with the country, He cannot re-open 
those matters of domestic legislation 
which he and his friends opposed 
uring the last and provious sessions ; 
while his party generally should, and 
wo have no doubt do, on the whole 
‘approve what has been done in Egypt. 
A dobate might be raised as to whether 
the bombardment of Alexandria could 
not have been averted had the miuistry 
acted with greater promptitude. Bat 
even supposing, for the sake of argu- 
mont, that @ majority of the Houso of 
Commons could be got to condemn the 
ministry on overything that was done, 
or left’ undone, by them previous to 
the despatch of the expedition from 
England, can any one believe that the 
English people would not moro than 
forgive their shortcomings because of 
their after suocess. Sir Stafford might, 
it is truo, assert, and probably he 
could establish, that the government 
were wrong in the view they took 
of Arabi’s position and policy in 
Egypt. But Englishmen would not 
care much at present even if Arabi 
and bis associates were proved to be the 





oppressed land. The bulk of 
men aro ploased with the idea of set- 
ting overything right in Egypt thot has 
hithorto boon wrong. Not a fow of 
them are doubting whether after all 
it may not be the destiny of their 
race to protect Egypt, and govern it, 
gonerally, in some way or other; and 
this notwithatanding all that is written 
and said about withdrawing our troops 
‘ag soon as possible, If the Ministry 
bo therefore proved to have undone the 
leader of a popular movement which 
might have resulted in the emanci- 
pation of the Egyptians, the English 
people will not be hard upon them, 
but will absolve their own consciences 
by indofinite promises to do something 
by and by for Arabi. But only a fow 
votes in the constituencies would be 
withdrawn from the ministry because 
they had made @ mistako about Arabi. 
Tho Irish policy is succeeding, at all 
events it is not failing. There is no other 
subject of which we have knowledgo 
whereon the policy of the Goverament 
couldat presout be effectually challenged.

Stafford has been forced into action 
The papers which havo appoared in 
recent numbers of the Fortnightly Re- 
view and the Nineteenth Century bave 
displasod the widesprend dissatisfac- 
tion which his limp policy as leador of 
the opposition has caused among his 
party. It is an unusual thing for the 
Conservatives to exhibit openly their 















dissatisfaction with their cbiefa. Even 
when considerable numbers of them 
wero restive under Mr. Disraeli, few 
of them were bold enough to give 
expression to thei feoliugs in public. 
But fifteen or more years ago tho 
Conservative party was much more 
under the influcuce of the aristocratic 
and Inuded interests than it is now, 
At that time county magnates as a 
role commanded the votes of their 
tenauts. Now the tenants are moro 
indepeudent, and they share their in- 
fluence with other classes who wore 
admitted to the county franchise by 
the Inst reform bill. County members, 
therefore, uo doubt, fool that they can 
now safely give expression to discon- 
tent with tho management of the party, 
which in the last geueration would 
ave cost them their seats. ‘This fecl- 
ing of immunity from davger when 
the local powers aro displeased, has no 
doubt encouraged the malcontents to 
rebel agaiust tho lenders. Aud the 
same process, or one nearly similar, 
has been going on in the cities and 
boroughs. Associatious have’in them

little committees in which the opinions 
of local lenders only were consulted. 
The chiof fault found with Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote is want of go. He 
criticises, often acutely, but he dues 
not strike Lome, and the impression 
loft by his speeches frequently is, that 
he does not think the objections he 
has been raising to the Government 
pie matter very much after all. 
is not the spirit of a leader; and 
it is no wonder that the younger blood 
of tho party bas grown impatient, 
The fourth party, as the knot of Cou. 
sorvatives below tbe gangway who have 
boen militaut during the last three 
alled, have filled the hearts 
of others ou their side with a similar 
spirit to their own, ‘This became evidout 
during the autumn session. And two 
of their section have lately had it in their 
power to show their contempt for tho 
present condition of the Conservatives 
in a vory empbatio manuer. Lord 
Randolph Churchill refused to stand 
for Manchester, saying it was not worth 
while fighting o Liberal seat, aud Mr, 
Gorst throw up the mauagoment of tho 
election affairs of the party, as ho 
could do nothing to rescue them from 
the confasion into which they had fallen, 
All these things have probably couvin- 
ced Sir Stafford that he must gird him. 
self and show fight, and if his activity 
lends to a more effective constitutional 
opposition the country will benefit. But 
there will be little reality in bis attacks 
during this or the next session. Hoand 
the wiser members of the party know 
that it will be much more to their 
interest that the Government should 
undertake the settlement of some ques- 
tions that are now in the front grouud 
of politics, than that the Conservatives 
should attempt to do so. They desiro 
to see county government, reform of 
the land laws, and the relations be- 
tween landlords and tenants dealt with, 











before trying to displace the Gov. 
ernment. But a good stand-up fight 
or two will strengthen the morale of 
tho Conservatives, who after all aro in 
no worso plight than their rivals wore 
in about before 1877, when Punch 
made Lord Hartington, when assuming 
tho shepherd’s crook ask, Mr. Bright 
“Whore be the sheop?” 





THE RATEPAYERS’ MEETING. 


‘Urox the whole tho result of the annual 
meeting of ratopayers is satisfactory, 
Groat interest was shown in the pro- 
ccedings, the various questions anb. 
mitted for solution wero carefully 
debated, and the speakors generally 
showed that they bad well considered 
thom, aud had come to a decigion on 
grounds that they thought best for the 
public weal. Mr. Kingsmill’s motion 
to rict the number of licenses to 
jiurickshas to 1,800 was lost, and . 
though we apprecinto his arguments 
we havo no regret that tho matter is 
to be left to the incoming Connoil, 
‘Tho proposers of the amendment and 
supporters should be satisfied with 
having called forth an indication of 
opinion which will serve as a guide 
to the Council, and strongthon thom 
if need be to resist the temptation of 
issuing moro licenses than the actual 
traffic demands. ‘They will also have 
it more in their power to require owners 
to farnish better vobicles and atrongor 
coolies, aud this will probably bo dono 
‘as soon as tho fear of over competition 
removed. The proposals of the Coun. 
cil to graut Tis, 2,500 to the Harasian 
School produced an interesting and 
animated debate. The amendment 
moved by Dr. Jamieson spread a very 
wido not. It recognized tho necessity of 
providing to a larger extent than now 
exists for the education of the poor 
children in the Settlement, whether of 
foreign or Eurasian birth. It proposed 
to create a spovial representative body 
to manage educational matters, and it 
would have introduced the system of 
paymont by results to the several oxist 
ing educational institutions. Now, until 
Mr. How proposed his amendment to 
strike out the whole educational vote, 
it had been supposed that the commu. 
nity was of opinion that additional 
means of educating those children 
whose parents could not or would not 
pay for their education and board, 
were urgently needed, The first clanse 
of the amendment seomed therefore 
sure of general acceptance, while the 
second was so peculiarly English and 
American that not a word could be 
said against it, and it might procure 
support to the whole amendmont 
from those who cared little for the 
religious part of the question. For 
every one kuows that the “religions 
difficulty,” carefully masked, was that 
upon which the educational proposals 
of the Council—at least that part of 
them which referred to the Eorasian 
School—would be assailed. One argu- 
mont used in favour of the amoudy 
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ment was that the payment to the 
schools proportionately to the results 
which they showed would encourage 
healthy competition among thom. But 
it was felt that the resources of the 
Catholic body, aud tho wide experience 
in’ education which their teachers 
possess, wonld placo them at such 
_ advantage over: other schools during 
the first three or four years, that they 
would absorb all the grant, a matter 
of no consequence to a wealthy body, 
and monopolizes the education of 
neglected children here. Thip, in 
the opinion of a great many people, 
wonld bo highly undesirable; and no 
doubt the majority of Ratepayers 
thonght that it wonld be better to 
support a school which would bo 
onlitely free from the control of any 
special religious body. It will be for 
tho managers of tho Earasian school 
to conduct it is such a way that its 
success will ensure the continuance of 
@ grant antil it is self supporting. We 
do not seo that the community is in 
any way pledged to an indefinito sup. 
port of the school, or that it will be 
impossible for the Ratepayers to with. 
draw the grant at any time, At 
this very mecting it was shown by 
the cancellation of last year’s resola- 
tion for tho establishment of a public 
market, that the Ratepayers will vory 
promptly withdraw from anything 
which involves an expenditure for 
which the returns are inadequate, or 
likely to prove so, ‘The future of the 
Earasian School will be in the hands of 
* those who are appointed to manago it. 
It they take oulightened views of their 
duty to the community generally the 
school will be successfal, Tho re 
gious difficulty in schools is ono that 
practically all but disappears when it 
is dealt with by laymen of moderate 
opinions; such as are the majority of 
residents here, And the girls who 
have been beon brought up at the 
school will not be in less great demand 
by marrying men because they will have 
been trained by peoplo with personal 
acquaintance with the every-day world. 
‘The new Council have power to raise a 
sum of Ts. 15,000, or such part thereof 
as may bo necessary for the widening 
of the streets in the Settlemont. The 
authority to raise funds for the con- 
straotion of the public market, in addi- 
tion to those voted Inst year, will not 
be availed of, now that market schemo 
has been abandoned. We do not see 
that the Council need borrow any 
money during the current year, as a 
little skill in the maungement of their 
funds should enable them to disburse 
such a small amount as the authoriza- 
tion for the widening of the streots, 
Tho suggestion of the Chief Justice 
to submit the new Code of Municipal 
Regulations to the revision of an exper- 
fenced lawyer was practically adopted. 
So, also, were the instruction to the 
Council to contract with the Electric 
Company for the lighting of three of 
the principal thoroughfares and the 
resolution not to proceed with the con 














struction of a public market. ‘The 
latter appenrs to show a great change 
of policy on the part of the Ratepayers; 
but we believe the vote of Friday last 
is mainly explainable by the mistakes 
which bave been made by the Council 
since the matter passed into their 
hands. They made an unfortunate 
purchase of a site, and the expense of 
orecting a market on it would pro- 
bably lve brought up the whole out- 
100,000. In the 
» it is possible that the site 
may be admirably suited to the wants 
of that West end which ono of the 
speakers saw in his mind’s eye, At 
present, however, most of the residents 
live in the East end. The laud may, 
perhaps, be mado to pay the interest 
on the sum it has cost if it is lensed 
on ground rent, pending the time whon 
the Council will require it, say in 
twenty years, when the value of such 
asite for a market might be two or 
threo times what has been paid for 
the lot. 











THE RESIGNATION OF DEAN BUTCHER. 
Paivars letters that we received by last 
Fronch mail from Dean Butcher leave 
no doubt that he will not return to 
China, Ho has delayed sending in his 
resignation longer than was wiso in 
tho iuterests of the Church iu Shanghai, 
but we may readily imagine that it 
cost him a strong effort to break up 
the ties that had been growing and 
strengtheuing for seventeen years. The 
position of tho Dean of Shanghai 
Cathedral is a peculiar one, and for this 
unique position Doan Batchor, as wo 
have been always ready to allow, bad 
some special qualifications. But we 
fare not prepared to say that Shanghai 
in 1888 requires the man to fill its 
Cathedral pulpit that it required in 
1864. Tho place is changed and the 
Charch bas changed, and that Doan 
Butcher realizes the Inst fact very fully 
is proved by his recent article in the 
Contemporary Review—entitled “Seven. 
teon Yenrs After.” He has seen with 
his own eyes tho changes in the doctrine 
and ritual of the establishment at home, 
and be sees the influences which mould 
the men who como out to China in 
these Iattor days, Ho may feel that 
he is in somo sort “too old fashioned” 
for the post, and that he could not be 
in accord with the new, as ho was in a 
conspicuous degreo with the older, 
goueration, It may bo best for the 
interests of the Church in China that 
the Dean should not return, though 
his old friends will miss his kindly 
manuer and the quick sympathy that 
took so lively an interest in everything 
and everybody in Shaoghai, The ques- 
tion of a successor is naturally in meu’s 
mouths. For our part we should desire 
some fresh blood in the place. We 
want a man who can understand a 
mercantile community aud a marine 
popolation. 1t would be a great mis. 
take to select a mere bookworm who 
had never bad experience of men, and, 
at the risk of offending mauy mou for 








whom we have the highest respect, 
we must say that we think the ap- 
pointment of a missionary would be 
a mistake. There is the same ob- 
jection to making a Missionary Dean 
of Shanghai as there is to making 
a Consul Minister at Peking. The 
Missionary would bo Chinese in sympa. 
thies, tastes, and leanings, and he would 
be unfaithful to his trust if he did not 
press the Chinese side of our mixed 
socinl life upon the attention of his 
congregation whenever ho had the 
opportunity. Now this would not bo 
popular and would not be usofal, It 
would be doing in religion exactly 
what Sic John Pope Hennessy did 
in politics, and few persons would point 
with satisfaction to the Chineso careor 
of tho present Governor of Mauritius, 
In effect, for our superb Church aud 
difficult parish wo want a man who 
has been in the habit of preaching 
to intelligent, bard-beaded English 
congregations, who can work if neces 
sary amongst the sailors, and who 
has some kuowledgo of China, We 
believe it is au open secret that a 
clergyman who combines all these 
qualifications in remarkable degreo 
has entertained not unfavourably tho 
iden of coming out to Shanghai; and 
wo aro assured that the Foreign Office 
and tho respected Bishop of the Diocese 
would bo pleased to assist the ‘Trustees 
in securing for Shanghai a man in all 
respects suited to the responsible and 
importunt position which Dean Batchor 
has unwillingly, and aftor long and 
anxious cousideration, given them an 
opportunity of filling up, 

Ofcourse we havo written the above 
in fall knowledge of the fact that tho 
Trustees havo made a temporary 
rangement with the Rov. F. R. Smith 
of Canton, ‘Chat this is only tempo. 
rary, and can be no more, is clear 
from the fact that the appointment 
has been mado without the sanction or 
even the knowledge of the subscribers, 
‘Tho Cathedral was built under an Act 
of Parliament, and that Act forms part 
of tho trust; all proceedings, there- 
fore, in regard to the building must 
necessarily bo regulated thoreby. In 
the Act it is provided that the iveum. 
bents shall be appointed by Her Ma. 
jesty through one of her Principal 
Secretaries of State, and shall hold 
such their offices for and during Hor 
Majesty’s pleasure and no longer, As, 
however, the whole salary is paid by the 
community, the Secretary for Foreigu 
‘Affairs would, as a matter of courtesy, 
appoint the nomineo of the Trustees, 
ns representatives of those entitled to 
a voico iu the matter. Such is the 
proper course to adopt, in accordance 
with the constitution of the Cathedral. 
It is therofore absolutely necessary 
that in taking steps for tho defiaito 
filling up of the vacant Deanery, the 
‘Trustees should act upon the authority, 
and in consonauee with the expressed 
wishes, of those whom they represent, 
wheu the uomination of the subscribers 
will no doubt be daly ratified by the 
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authorities, It is, we fear, charac. 
teristio of Shanghai assemblies that 
they do not care whether their public 
procedure be in order or otherwise ; in 
fact they generally prefer it to be 
otherwise, But it is open to grave 
doubt whether the appointment as oven 
a “temporary” incumbent “for three 
yonrs”—of a gentleman of whom we 
kuow nothing—without auy reference 
being made to the wishes of the con- 
gregation, will be allowed to pass with. 
out comment at the forthcoming annual 
moeting. 





THE FLOODS IN GERMANY. 

‘Tae floods which occurred towards the 
end of Inst and in tho beginning of 
this yenr bave done untold mischief in 
Gormavy and Austria, On tho Ist of 
January it becamo known in England 
that a great calamity bad overtaken all 
the districts bordoring on the Rhino aud 
ite tributaries, comprising Inrge parts 
of the provinces of Baden, Hesse, 
Alsace, and the Palatinate, Only a 
month previously those rivers hadcnused 
floods surpassiug any siuce 1784, and 
having barely retired to their lovel 
eight days before, they again reached 
a height which threnteued to surpass 
that of November. Mayonco on the 
Inst day of the year resembled a city 
in a state of siege, At Frankfort 
tho water reached the square before 
tho Roomor, and doorways of sovoral 
churches wore walled up. Maunheim 
aud Worms wore iu great part sub. 
merged, with all tho lowor districts of 
Strasbourg, Coblence, Boun and Co- 
logue; two villages near Mannheim wore 
distroyed aud many lives wore lost, the 
pioneors resouing the survivors from the 
roofs with pontoons. Sixteen people 
wore drowned by the fall of the bridgo 
at Lorrach; and the Mozolle valley, from 
tho Fronob frontier to Motz, formed a 
grout lake. At Vienna the Danube 
had overflowed; the quay was sub. 
merged, all tho houses aloug the right 
bank boing surrounded with water, 
and steamers wero anchored ready to 
take off people should the danger in- 
crense, From Switzerland the same 
tale came, The bigh temperature had 
melted the snow in the Alps so fast that 
the streams wore all full; uearly every 
river in the country had overflowed its 
bauks; avalanches ad occurred inmany 
valloys,and the St. Gothard and Simplon 
railways had beon seriously damnged. 
Ia Hollaud tho great rivers had rison 
to @ dangerous height, aud in soveral 
provinoes traffic was almost suspended, 
Tu Paris it bad rained all the provious 
day, and the indications of dauger in 
the neighbourhood were wany, whilo 
advices came from the South that a 
rise of the Saone equal to that of 1856 
was apprehended. Such is a brief 
sketch of the news of floods on the 
Continent which English people rend 
in their newspapers on last Now Year's 
day. 

‘Two days Inter the news came from 
Germany that the floods then far 
exoceded all previous ones since the 











great flood of 1784. At Weisbaden 
the Rhine.was rising two inches hourly. 
‘The principal scene of devastation was 
from Rastadt to Worms, where the entire 
Bhine valley formed a great lake, iv 
me places 20 miles broad; in the 
villages on the Ried plains near Worms 
500 honses were destroyed and entire 
streets swept away. A feeling of great 
alarm was wide-sprend, aud no one ean 
wonder at this when they read that 
people wore being rescued from off the 
Church steeples. The villages on the 
Danube just above Vienna were flood- 
ed, and many towns and villages were 
in great danger. In the next two 
days tho Rhino rose to the same 
height it had attained in November, 
and it was ascortnined that ‘at lenst 
10,000 porsons had been rendered 
homeless in the Ried districts, and 
wero in danger of starvation. All the 
neighbouring towns were crowded with 
rofagees, aud the position of Mayenco 
was very critical. The advices from 
Vienna stated that matters had become 
worse. A great many small towns along 
theDanube wore three feet under water, 
Linz and Pesth being tho worst off. 
The whole district south of the latter 
city was flooded—75,000 acres of 
caltivated Jund being entirely sub- 
merged. It was a sort of second 
deluge, a London paper said, that 
Central Europo was then suffering. 
Fortunately the floods began to abate 
from the 4th of January. But in tho 
five days during which thoy had raged 
they had committed a fearful amount 
of havoc, and inflicted terrible mi: 
tune on maltitudes of peaceful, in- 
ustrions poople. No doubt nature 
will ropair the damago she has caused 
by one of those “ mindless accidents” 
which “bewildered science” attributes 
to her. Butin the meantime how much 
want and snfforing will those whose 
fields have been flooded, flocks drown. 
ed, aud homesteads destroyed, lave 
had to endure? We hope that this 
short summary of the damage done 
by the floods in Germany and Austrin 
during the year will indace people hero 
to’ support the effort that is to be made 
by a public concert to raise a fand 
for tho relief of the distressed districts. 
The misery of many thousands must 
be very great. Much was being done 
at home wheu Inet mail left to alle- 
vinte the misery of the eufferers. ‘Tho 
Prussian Government had demanded 
8 millions of marks from the Landtag, 
which will be disbursed partly by gifts 
but chiefly by way of loans, ‘Tho 
Emperor had subscribed 600,000 
marks, and it is mentioned that when 
Prince Bismarck proposed to him’ to 
subscribe 500,000 marks he took up a 
pencil and converted tho five iuto six, 
saying that it was an intolorablethought 
to him that while ho was sitting in a 
warm room thousands of people were 
shivering with cold on the Rhine. At 
Vionna tho same spirit of charity was 
active; the Emperior had headed the 
list of private subsoriptions ; in every 
quarter of the city ladies bad eatablished 

















soup kitchens; Pesth, though horeelf 
afflicted, had resolved to send 5,000 
florius to the help of Ranb and ite 
vicinity, where the number of homeless 
refugees wns estimated at 10,000, 
twelve German square miles having 
been inundated, An influential Com- 
mittee has been formed in London to 
procure subscriptions, and in their ad- 
dress to the Euglish pooplo they say -— 
“Tho whole valley of the Rhine river, 
from the confines of Switzerland to the 
low plains of Hollaud, has been flooded 
to suo in extent that where the 
ploughman turned up with tho hus- 
bandman the sod on the smiling fields, 
the boatman now plies his oars through 
the turbid waters,” 





THE EURASIAN SCHOOL GRANT. 
Axrsouct I nm about to place my- 
self somewhat in opposition to the 
recommendations mado by the “Com. 
mittee appointed to investigate and 
report upon the condition of foreign 
education in Shanghai,” I desire first 
to express my sense of tho debt wo 
owo to its members. Thoy have suo- 
ceeded in bringing together a mass of 
reliable information without which it 
would be impossible to frame any sort 
of reasonable solution of tho edaca. 
tional difficulty. I shall confine my 
remarks to that parb of the question 
of foreign education which relates to 
children who must be educated by 
public or privato obarity, or not at all, 
I shall avoid all general considera. 
tion about tho necessity which imposes 
itself on us to soe thnt thoy are 
educated. That view of the subject 
as beon thoroughly worked out,alrondy. 

‘The Committee recommends that the 
Eurasian school, which seems more or 
less moribund, should be artificially 
restored to life by an annual subsidy 
of Tis. 1,200, together with Tls. 1,000 
grnuted this year for special purposes, 
‘The presont building can accommodate 
only 20 boarders, aud therefore, sup- 
posing tho demands on it to become 
large, ns the Committee expoots and 
hopes, the Ratepayers will soon find 
themselves onlled on to spend money 
upon necessary extensions. It is olear 
that the Tis. 500 demanded this year 
for enlargemeut would go but a short 
way towards providing any notablo 
increase in the accommodation, and 
having onco turned the Burasian 
school into a municipal institution the 
Ratepayers will in effect have pledged 
themselves to au indefinite expenditure 
on building. On the other band, if for 
tho momeut we consider only theexisting 
Catholic schools we shall fiud that as re- 
gards space ample provision is already 
made for present and futare wants, 
Indeed the Catholic bodies are in full 
possession of all therequisite machinery, 
and are prepared to supply to the full. 
est extent the needs of the class whose 
benefit we are secking; and therewith 
the additional and obvious advantage 
of separate establishments for boys and 
girls, There is an organization long 
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perfected which goes to the extent of 
arranging for the marriage of the girls 
brought up iu the female school, and 
already a certain number have been 
thus finally provided for. At the pre- 
sent momeut, to my personal know- 
ledge, the French Sisters are obliged, 
on account of the youth of the girls 
whom they have rescued, to refuse, or 
rather postpone, many demands for 
wives made by porfectly respectable 
and eligible foreigners. Tho Rate- 
payers can hardly hope to initiate and 
carry out any system so completo and 
far seeing. It scoms to me thorefore 
foolish to scatter the available or ob- 
tainable fands by starting, as is im- 
plicitly threatened, a rival institution 
which at best can do no better than is 
actually being done, ‘The question of 
the fate of destitute girls is the most 
important one in this connexion, aud 
therefore any institution which cau 
already give guarantees for its ability 
to preserve Hurasian girls, and others 
of pure Boropean parentage, who are 
oocasionally left on the streets, from 
vice, deserves active and continuous 
support rather than opposition iu the 
sense of competition. For education 
and training we are not Lowever con- 
fined to the Catholic establishments. 
Tho Barasian school might judiciously 
be saved from actual baukruptey and 
Kept on its present Protestant basis by 
aid administered in the manner I am 
about to suggest, while the Anglo- 
Chinese School is prepared to educate 
avy number of boys on liberal Protes- 
tant-principles aud, would not disdain 
reward for work done if such reward 
wore unfettered by conditions aud re- 
strictions, 

Such being the oxisting resources 
I would suggest for the serious con- 
sideration of the Ratepayers that tho 
principle of payment by results, so far 
as it is possible to apply it, would be 
tho best to adopt when secking to 
attain the ends they have set before 
thom, These ends aro the support, 
training, education, and settlement 
in life, of children of both sexes, and 
whether foreign or Eurasian, whose 
parents are dead or from auy cause 
unable or unsuited to make provision 
for them. The Committee proposes 
an aunual educational graut of Tis. 
5,000. So far I cordially agroo with 
tho recommendations of the report. 
Lot the Ratepayers however pause 
here, aud appoint Trustees to ad- 
minister this fund. Let it be distri- 
bated to the existing educational in- 
stitutions in sums proportionate to the 
number of boarders, day scholars or 
botb, gratuitously educated and other- 
wise provided for at these institutions. 
The Trastees should of courso be sup- 
plied by the directors of the various 
schools, at stated, short, intervals with 
all needful particulars regarding such 
children, and they should have the 
right to strike from the returns so 
submitted the names of any childrou 
with whose claims to gratuitous support 
they are not satisfied, 


















This solution I believe to be more 
practical than that recommended by 
the Committee. The reporters propose 
that the fund shall in great part be 
devoted to providing a staff, which 
perhaps may never be required, for a 
decayed institution the objects of which 
are otherwise attainable, and which 
may or may not (it is quite doubtful) 
prove a success after it shall have been 
galvanised into a semblance of life. 
Unless extravagant inducements are 
held out, the task will be found a hard 
and perhaps hopeless one to compete 
with the other free schools to whose 
mainteunnce their supporters are 
pledged by the Inrgo sums of woney 
alrendy invested in buildings, and 
whose less public character will recom. 
mend them to people who do not desire 
to make a display of their poverty or 
other incapacity. ‘Tho Ratepayers are 
asked to chauco their mouey in a risky 
speculation without even auy promise 
of@ high rate of interest. What can 
be done cheaply aud efficiently and 
without any pledge of indefinite con. 
tinuance, they are asked to do ox- 
travagautly, tontatively, and yet in 
such a manuer that onco having 
begun they will not be able to draw 
back. If the existing body of Rate. 
payers or their successors next year 
or at any future time disapprove an 
education grant divided as I propose, 
it can be withdrawn. Nothing will be 
easier, whereas nothing would bo moro 
dificult than to draw back from the 
support of a Municipal institution, no 
matter how costly aud how little fre. 
quonted. Tho Committee consider that 
the Eurasian school may be enabled to 
moet the wants of all the children 
whose welfare the public can reason- 
ably be expected to look after, but it 
gives no grounds for this conclusion. 
Tu the Ecole de la Providence fifty-five 
absolutely destitute girls are boarded, 
clothed and taught, about whose future 
the less snid the better had there been 
no charitable shelter for them. “May 
wo not be reasonably expected to look 
aftor euch? And if we may, then 
quite certain that no such graut as is 
proposed for the Eurasian school, even 
with the Tis, 1,000 added to it which 
is now given to the Hoole de la Pro- 
vidence, would enable us to so much 
as touch the difficulty. 

Farther, as the Committee reports 
favourably on all the existing schools, 
wo are certain to do no wrong to any 
child if, in order to make our charity 
perfect, wo give parents or guardians 
the right of selection among schools 
conducted by the various religions 
associations represented here. And this 
we ought to do. I confess au utter 
inability to understand what the Com- 
mitteo means by tho “ Protestant bat 
non-sectarian principles” upon which 
a Municipal school should be conduct 
ed. If Protestant thon surely sectarian, 
Tu any case, a school paid for by a 
body of Ratepayers which enfolds in 
comprehensive embrace Jews, Turks, 
infidels, and heretics,as well as Catholics 

















and Protestants, to say nothing of the 
Committes’s newly discovered non 
tarians, must necessarily be non-reli 
ous, But there are many people whom 
this will not suit, who are unreasonable 
enough to object as strongly to the abs- 
ence of all religious teaching as to the 
teaching of a religion that they are nob 
in sympathy with. If tho ratepayers, 
while supplying the needful aid, stand 
aloof from the competition and allow 
fair‘play all round, they will find that 
Protestant children will probably be at 
first sent to the Eurasian or Anglo. 
Chinese School, aud Catholic children 
to Catholic schools, Eventually no 
doubt the schools which offor the 
grentest amount of material advantage 
will be the most frequented. The 
ratepayers Lave, however, uothing to 
do with the shade of religious boliof 
adopted in one school or another. 
They may therefore contemplate with 
equanimity the probability that parents 
will select what they have learned to 
consider the best school, with little or 
uo regard to the surrounding religious 
influer A healthy rivalry in seou- 
In teaching, and in the provision of 
bodily comforts, which otherwise we 
shall do our best to extinguish, would 
thus be seoured, It is hardly neces- 
sary to point out how far this would 
be to the advantage of the children; 
aud to that of the ratepayers alao, by 
giving them the best value for the 
money that they are prepared to ox-

him, It says that a welt ago—that is up 
to the end of last year— ‘ere three 
mon in Europe who in the ral ways, 
were recognized as like their countrymen 
but beyond thom—Prineo Bismarck, Mr, 
Gladstone and M, Gambetta. The end of 
all criticism on them was to recognize that 
they were a head and shoulders taller than 
their fellows. Fiually, in summing up his 
political character the Saturday 
* He rose, perhaps, to the height of resom- 
bling Fox, but he never could have risen 
to the height of resembling Pitt.’ It 
strikes us that a comparison of the charac- 
ters of Gambetta and Fox would show that 
their temperaments were very similar, 
Both were passionately attached to their 
political principles, and perfectly honest 
in the ways, often dubious to other ¢ 
which they took to advance them; 
both seem to have liked pleasure of the 
jovial kind and retirement from the 
bustle of public life to the quiet of the 
country and the society of a few friends, 
To exemplify the genial side of Gambetta’s 
character and its similitude to that of Fox, 
let us leave the Saturday for a moment 
and take an anecdote recorded of him in 
the Pall Mall. ‘He was excellently read 
in French literature, and in especial was a 
devoted student of Rabelais whose works 
he would at his own well plenished table 
recite and expound with admirable gusto.’ 
Fox would have taken a Greek author, and 
probably oue of the school of the Vicar of 
Moudon, but the difference would perhaps 
not have been great, nor have lessened the 
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gusto, ‘During an acute political ‘crisis, 
‘when all the heads of Republican policy 
wero in his hands, and the issue of the 
struggle against the Broglie-Fourtou con- 
spiracy depended absolutely on his con- 
stancy and resources, I remember how 
on one Sunday after breakfast was over, 
and the political personages liad dispersed, 
the actor Coquelin and one or two others 
remained, and the talk ran with great 
spirit on literature and rhetoric and paint- 
ig, until we departed well pleased near 
five o'clock in the afternuon.’ In ai 
article entitled France without Gambetta, 
the Satwday quotes from the letter of 
the Paris correspondent of the Times who 
said, “among the bourgoisie there is sorrow 
amounting to consternation, among the 
workmen there is entire indifference,” and 
on this, ‘The feeling 
will be shared by the peasantry. 
‘Tho grief for M. Gambetta will extend 
to all who have anything to lose.’ It 
is this feeling of alarm, this dread that 
something terrible will be done to property, 
to their property, which is likely, it any- 
thing is, to drive the middle class and 
easint Frenchmen into the arms of the 
Bounpactists or auy other party which 
Will offer them safety and strong goveen- 
ment; which mean the repression of 
socialism and other dark forces. Like the 
hero iu ‘Maud’ they will ery for— 
——A man with heart, head, hand,

Thoro is a smart attack on a now 
anthology entitled the “ Living English 
outs,” which is quite worth the read- 
ing.

THROUGH SHANSI AND SUENSI, 
——_——— 
Noles of a journey in North China. 
Tieft ‘Tai-yuen Fu on the 2nd December. 
2 carts put in an appearance at 8 o'clock, 
and soon after nine all was ready and off 
Uuey weut, Before starting I sent round 
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to the missionaries to so if the courier had 
arrived, hoping to obtain the latest news, 
but tho only answer I got was a book 
called “Forgiveness, Life aud Glory,” 
with the Rev. T. W. Pigott’s compliments, 
80 my mind was not likely to be much 
disturbed by politics during my journey. 
At twenty minutes past nine I mounted, 
amid the salutations and good wishes of a 
numerous body of native friends, some of 
whom brought me the usual presents of 
cakes and tea, ham and pickles, wine and 
candles, for use on my journey. I believe 
it i the custom in some countries for 
people to go and sing or pray their frien 
Bik” Different countries different fashions, 
as the traveller said who mistook a man 
for a woman.

me of Whom accompanied me 
for aday’s journey. I started with threo 
carts and five horses, the party comprising 
twelve persons altogether—seven riding 
In carts, and four besides myself on horse- 
back. ‘The weather was delightful and the 
roads wore passably good, the riders being 
able to get over the ground pretty smartly, 
as the ponds and ditchos were frozen. The 
carts, however, could not come very fast 
over the frozen clots of mud and broken 
ico, ‘Tho day appeared to be a lucky one, 
for many people were on the road, and 
carte full of baggage and heavily Iaden 
pack mules passed us, If it ad not been 
that everything was of a mud colour we 
might have had a gay as well asan animated 
acene, 

Village after. villago was passed, and 
at noon exactly wo pulled up for « mid- 
day halt, at a largo town called Hsiao 
Tean-tze, or the Small Inn—though the 
inn was in truth a large one. It was mar- 
ket-day, and the streets were crowded with 
country folks. Numbers of carts drew up 
at the commodious inn ; waiters ran about 
with food, calling out the name of the food 
and the room to which they wore taking 
it; and others collected tho monoy and the 
empty dishes, ‘The girls in the ueighbour- 
ing yard stood at the door trying to induce 
some traveller to court them, Poor crea: 
tures! Their silks and satiu were as 
tarnished as their lives, A handsome and 
Indy-like young girl whom I saw here last 

ear has been sold out at a high figure, I 

po she has secured some conifortable and 
ablo home by the change. Very 
often a man trkes a concubine from o 
of these houses out of faucy, and 
despised by every member of his how 
Some, however, take a separate house for 
tho girl, and sho may pass a very comfort 
able life as long as her lord lives, and long 
afterwards if he has left her any money 
which caunot be taken from her by his 
rolatives ; or, if she has borue him chil- 
Aron, she may acquire a very good position 
in acciety, and receive the respects of all 
the family. Very often, too, on the death 
of her lord sho is simply free to marry 
whom she will—a privilege not to be 
despised in her case. 

Alter partaking of a sort of lunch—a 
bowl of flowerstrings cooked in plain water, 
and a couple of flour-cakes smeared with 
bean-oil or hemp-oil—wo proceeded on our 
journoy. Wo passed many towns and 
Villages, and crossed many courses intend- 
ed to irrigate this fine plain ; but they 
woro all dry, the constructors not having 
succeeded in inducing the water to flow 
into them instead. of flooding the plain. 
Nothing groon was visible, and the few 
flocks of slieep wo came across appeared to 
bo living on nothing—probably they are 
fod at night. 

At 4.50 p.m wa reached Shu-kou Hsien. 
The distance is called fifty li, but I say it 
is only forty. My orderly, Yin Chein, 
was awaiting mo at the door of a small 
inn, the one at which I had previously 
stayed being occupied by a party of officials 
going to Peking. ‘I'wo women turned out to 
Seo mealight. They were uot handsome nor 









































clean nor well dressed, but they pretended 
to have some attractions, nevertheless. I 
found that a young girl about sixteen years 
of age, whom J had wished to purchase in 
order to set her free from the worst form 
of slavery, had been unexpectedly released 
by the death of her mistress or proprietress. 
Last Spring, when I was here, tho girl did 
not seem particularly pleased with her lot, 
though she was neither starved nor beaten. 
She was not particularly attractive, but her 
mistress clung to-her with such’ tenacity 
that I was unable to purchaso her for 
Tis. 100, though she had been sold into the 
brothel for twenty string of cash—about 
Tis, 13, My faithful cook, who is a 
widower, was willing to take her as his 
wife, as he is too poor to be particular— 
even in ao important a matter. 

T passed a restless night, owing to the 
constant firing of guns and the rat-ta-tat of 
the night watchmen in the yard, and the 
yelling of the patrolling police,’ One of 
them would lead off with the information 
“all's well, and then the rest would join 
in chorus “all's very well,” as if to put 
the thieves and other evil-disposed per- 
sons on their guard, and lot them know 
that their nocturnal occupations might bo 
disturbed of they ventured to pursue them 
in the path of the patrol. Alertness and 
wakefulness are no doubt very desirable 

alities in night watchmen, but when 
they go ao far as to keep every body else 
awako 21 well as themselves they become a 
nuisane. In the morning 1 passed out of 
the City by the west gate, and going south- 
west, through a ruined’ suburb, emerged 
onto'a fine plain, extending as far as 
eye could see, to the right. I 
some very large lumps of fine coal, which 
appeared to be the only fuel used there. 
A string of camels looked excoedingly 
picturesque in the distance ahead, the 
sleepy driver:

better. ‘Tho vines are taken down from 
their trestles or frames, cviled in a heap, 
and covered with mud, to keep them from 
the frost during the winter. ‘The coffins 
of the dead are not buried here, but are 
geuerally placed in the open field aud 
built over with bricks. Several wero in 
pairs. I sow ono pair close together, with 
athird about two feet to the right, the 
Intter being a little lower than the other 
two, Tho pair were the graves of a man 
and his wife, and the third was that of the 
man’s conoubine. 

‘These being troublous times in those 
parts, owing to recent robberies at Shii-kou 
and elsowhere, most people go about armed 
with all sorts of weapons, ancient and 
modern. Que man I met was armed with 
a carabine ; another had an ancient clay- 
more, all askew on a slender and crooked 


























staff; while a boy about nine or ton years 
of age staggered past mo with a dull-headed 
lance over his shoulder and a pistoloon by 





his side. ‘This last weapon had no lock or 
cock, and was evidently intended to be 
fired by applying a match to the touch- 
hole at the side; but the lad felt none the 
less warlike on’ this account, and he ap- 
peared only too anxious that someone 





should “tread on the tail of his coat,” and 





so give him an opportunity to display his 
ability in the use of his weapons, 

Some of tho guard-houses along the 
route were fancifully decorated, in gay 
colours, with figures of tigers, lions, or 
horses, crouching, ramping and prancing 
with great agility. In addition to these 
there were pictures of guns, fusils, clay- 
mores, lances, tridents and siworde-ranged 
‘on each side of the entrances, to indicate 
to malofactors the kinds of weapons with- 
in, Some of the temples and private 
houses were substantially built, and sur- 
rounded by high, battlemented brick walls, 
loopholed for musketry and crevelated for 
archery. These walls were somoti 
pictured with figures of saintly men, vi 
ous women, sacred beasts, Trees of Life, 
and emblems of Longevity, Wealth and

Kwangtung being considerably overdue. 
It appears that this vessel broke her crank 
shaft between Amoy and Swatow, and had 
to return to Hongkong under sail. ‘Tho 
same company’s steamer, the Douglas, 
brought on the passengers, mail, and cargo 
to Foochow. 

We ouly hear of one instance, during 
the China New Yoar settlements, of punish- 
ment administered to a defaulting debtor 
terminating fatally. It appears that a 
native shoemaker (28) who, although hay- 
ing a wife to support, contributed also to- 
wards the maintenance of his aged parents, 
was unable to meet his engagements. The 
result was that his creditors assembled at 
the unfortunate man's houso a fow days 
ago, hurled their victim into a tauk 
of water, and held him under uatil life was 
extinct. No steps whatever havo boon 
taken to bring tho scoundrels to justice, 
and we understand that in such cases the 
authorities very seldom interfere. 

The prevalence of tho smallpox in 
Shanghai and other ports has incited us to 
make inquiries regarding the remedies of 
the natives in such cases. So far as Foo- 
chow—in fact the whole of the Fokien 
proviuco—is concerned, we are pleased to 
find that inoculation by vaccination has 
superseded both the customary methods of 
infusion through the nostrils of a prepared 
dust, or the use of a violent Chinese medi- 
cine, each of which supposed remedies 
tended to otherwise impair the constitu. 
tion, When even the Chinese seo the 
efficacy of vaccination, and generally adopt 
this method ns a preventive of disoaso, it 
appears passing strange that in more civi- 
lised countries there are still to. be found 
many 80 blinded by prejudice as to allow 
their offspring to suffer from this dire com- 
plaint, and so encourage an epidemic rage. 

‘Two daring attempts at burglary were 
made during last Sunday night the 11th 
taut. The first premises which the 
burglars tried to enter are situate in 
street called Hoaug-ah Mus, aud 
usually unoccupied during the night. 
thieves resorted to a rather nove 
cortaiuly most dangerous mothod of effect- 
ing an entrance, a quantity of kerosine 
oil being brought into requisition, aud 
ignited close to the fastening of the door 
with the view of makiug a sufficiently 
large hole as to admit the arm. The 
smoke, and smell of burning, aroused the 
‘occupants of adjoining premi 
of their danger, and the thieves, finding 
they were discovered, decamped. 

Within about half a milo distance, an- 
other attempt at house breaking (evidently 
by the same gang) was made, and in this 
instance gunpowder was the ayeut used 
and, with the latter, the premises were 
biown open, but we understand that 
the amount of plunder was inconsiderable. 
None of this band of marauders have as 
yet been apprehended, and we should moat 
certainly like to know the use of the native 
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police occupying the Guard house, who 
boyona visiting foreigners about four times 
ayear for the purpose of soliciting cum- 
shaws, aro rarely ever seen on either day 
or night duty.—Foochow Herald.

breakdowns occurred, causing deplorable 
intorruptions in the ‘supply of the light, 
None cf these breakdowns howover wero 
duo to any defect in the olectrical ma- 
chinery itself, but all were preventible 
accidents connected with tho power em- 
ployed to drive the olectrical iachinery. 
‘The success of the experiment, however, 
decided the Council to apply to w 
Company for a tender for lighting 
Bund, the Matoo, and Broadway. 
tender which the Company sent in seemed 
to involve such a much larger expense than 
that of the gas which would be displaced, 
that the Council did not see its way to 
commending its adoption to the rate- 
payers. ‘The Company, however, was able 
to show that the numbor of gas lamps dis- 
plied would be veey much Larger than 
the Council anticipated ; and the latter 
‘ingly have undertaken to support the 
which Iam now submitting to 
you. ‘Lhe enormous progress which Shang- 
hai has made in population, especially iu 
the last two or theee years, proves that 
ut illumination of the principal 
adecuate to our uec 
‘are not really lighted at 
all. At irregular interralsa feebleray of gas 
makes a small ciccle of light round its own 
post; but at least four times the present 
humber of Jamp-posts would be required 
to really light the streets as European or 
American towns are lighted.

States. Complaints of the inefficient light- 
ing of the Malvo and the Broadway are 20 
common that the Gas Company has at 
last been forzed to recognise the necessity 
for improvement, as is shown by its gra- 











fuiteus atiempt at the illumination of 


the Maloo by the patent lamps of a re- 
ported strensth of 120 candles each. It 
is obvious therefore that the public wil 
no longer be content with the present scale 
of lighting. The estimate of the Gas Com- 
pany is.that about four times the present 
amouut of light is required, for they pro- 
pose to replace 97 lights of 20 candles 
each, or 1,940 candlesin all, with 62 lamps 
of 120 caudies euch, or 7,410 candles in all, 
It is uo longer therefore a question of 
cost, for the new es:imate of the Gas Com- 
pany is rather dearer than that of the 
Electric Company for the same period of 
time, the former amounting to ‘Tis, 9,200 
a year, against Ts. 8 290 for the latter, 
while the Electric Company offer to give 
about nine times the quantity of light for 
the smaller sum. ‘The chief objection that 
Ihave heard made to tite adoption of the 
electric light is a danger of asudden broak- 
down which would throw the streets into 
complete darkness. With the new premis 
and specially constructed machinery that 
we are now erecting, we are prepared to 
guarantee the public against break-down, 
and we undertake to have duplicate mi 
chinery for the public supply, so that in 
the erent of an unforseen accident, which 
is not more probable than the destruction 
of a gasholder by explosion, we can syritch 
the alternative machinery on the cirouit 
without any visible interruption to tho 
lights. ‘Tho Company is perfectly willing 
to be rendered linble to reasonable penul- 
ties which the Gouncil may impose in the 
event of any iuterruption, or to take any 
additional precautions which experience 
may shew to be necessary. ‘The Gas Com- 
pany may possibly appeal to its long and 
faithful service to the communi a 
reason why it should not be deprived of a 
portion of its incume, but ite monopol:
